HI have faith until the last aec* 
ond," said Drew^s cousirtp Dawn OiofTi of Rutland, who 
had travelled to Texas on July 18 to visit Drew on 
Death llbw. 

"They're killing an innocent man," aaid Ciotli's son, 
Christopher Dunbar, 10, who had accompanied hia 
mother on the trip. 

An older son, Kevin Dunbar, sobbed as the hours 
went by with no word of hope. 'Tt'a wrong. It's had, It's 
sick. 1 can't believe it, I can't believe they're going to 
kill hinij” he said over and over. 

A crowd that at times swelled to as many as 40 
people stood on the gross in Main Street Park, holding 
candles and praying. 

Some people held a banner that read “Drew's going 
to heoven. Texas officials can go to helL" 

Others held eigne that said simply, ”We love you 
Bobby."

their families prayed, talked to reporters and stood 
silently as the hours dragged on. . 

“I'm not just here because it's Bobby," said Cenate. 
"It could be anybody. They’re taking a life of what is 
probably an innocent man. Only God should be able to 
do that. I really believe that." 

Two young girls, Tammy Hayden. 8, and her sister 
L)mn, 10, came to the vigil because they don’t believe 
in capital punishment. The girls and their older broth¬ 
er, Troy, began writing letters to Drew last year after 
they read accounts about him. 

“We just didn’t think it was right. We wanted him to 
know that someone cared," said Lynn Hayden. In one 
letter, she had told Drew she considered Texas judicial 
officials unevolved. “They’re apes," she wrote. 

Eddie Hayden said his children first became inter¬ 
ested in Drew through a school project. “They just 
wanted to express their compassion." he said. 

Rita McCaffrey, who runs prisoner support pro¬ 
grams, stood silently in the park praying for Drew. 

“I first heard about him through George Longe- 
necker. Without George, many of us wouldn’t know 
about Bobby Drew,” McCaffrey said. Longenecker is a 
Marshfield resident who organized the Vermont cam¬ 
paign to bring attention to questions surrounding 


Drew’s trial.

Jeff Lavin, a teacher from Weathersfield, said he | 
was present at the vigil because “there’s clearly 
enough doubt to warrant a new trial for this man. 1 get 
the feeling they’re more intere-sted in killing him than i 
they arc in justice." * 

That was also the sentiment of Jake Sherman, a 
Rutland librarian who attended the vigil. , 

“This makes me extremely angry with the state of ; 
Texas. Where there’s so much doubt, a confession from f 
another person admitting his guilt and where the lead 
witness has chaqged his story so many times, there is ^ 
grounds for a new trial. It sounds like Bobby Drew is a | 
victim of bad luck and injustice," Sherman said. 

As the group stood facing Main Street, several driv¬ 
ers honked to show their support or shout a word of 
encouragement. |Several times, however, people yelled 
the opposite, shouting their conviction of Drew’s guilt 
and saying he should be executed. 

The group of demonstrators was blinded occasion¬ 
ally by the lights from television camera-people who 
filmed the vigil for broadcast in Vermont, New York 
and Texas. 

One of three television satellite vans parked near 
Main Street was linked to a station in Texas so that 
the family could receive any last minute news of a 
reprieve. 

None came.

Monday's Came 
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Man Denies 
He Attacked 
Elderly Pan¬ 
in City Park

A drunken man attacked a 74- 
year-old man and his wheelchair- 
bound wife Monday night in Main 
Street Park, according to police. 

Webb MaoJarrett, 26, of Rutland, 
pleaded innocent 'Tuesday in Rut¬ 
land Difttrict Court on two counts of 
elderly abuse and one count of sim¬ 
ple assault. 

Judge Francis McCaffrey ordered 
MaoJarrett held at the Rutland re¬ 
gional jail for lack of $35,006 bail. 

Police said George Wesson, 74, 
reported that he and his wife 
Nancy, 66, had gone to the park for 
their nightly walk at about 6:30 
p.m, when MaeJarrett approached 
them and grabbed George Wesson 
by the neck. 

MacJaiTett then punched him in 
the side of the face and head. Wes¬ 
son told police. 

Wesson said he tried to protect 
his wife but MaeJarrett kept ha¬ 
rassing them , police wrote. 

Witnesses told police that it ap¬ 
pealed MaeJarrett was trying to 
push Mary Wesson into tralTic on 
Main Street, police wrote. 

MaeJarrett was “"manifestly 
under the influence of intoxicants,"

Look at downtown Rutland as a 
large, jigsaw puzzle, with over 
V 200 pieces, each piece having a 
H name, Beauchamp and O'Rourke, 
Louras* Newsstand, Fruitiand,

"sw Fruit, State Cut Rate, Bush's 
Bakery, Montgomery Ward's, 
Fa:dhion Shop, Carbine Clothing, 
Grand Furniture, Kresge's, Wool- 
worth, M.H. Fishman, Wilson 
Clothing, Wilson Sports, Celan- 
tano Barber Shop, Quebec Cigar 
and on and on and on. 

Of the above 23 names, 16 are 
gone, forever and ever, in the last 
four years. Over 65 businesses 
have left Rutland, 45 of these 
have been from the heart of down¬ 
town Rutland, 

It took six mayors, Healy, Wa¬ 
terman, Daley, Nichois, Foley and 
God nick, 38 years to put this puz¬ 
zle together. 

It took Mayor Wennberg less 
than eight years bo destroy this 
puzzle. 

How? The economy played a 
part, but Mayor Wennberg is the 
highest paid mayor in the history 
of Rutland. He has maintained 
the highest paid administrators 
in the history of Rutland, He has 
sent four of the largest budgets in 
the history of Rutland to the 
Board of Aldennen. 

We have the poorest roads and 
sidewalks in the history of Rut¬ 
land. We have the poorest recre¬ 
ation facility in the history of the 


city of Rutland, 

The Department of Public 
Works is the poorest run depart¬ 
ment in the history of Rutland. 

The Rutland Redevelopment 
Authority and the Rutland Part¬ 
nership have used over 31 million 
of taxpayers' money for what? 
Over half of this money went for, 
salanes, rent, health, dental and 
life insurance, two kiosks, green 
crossw'alks, trees and flower urns, 
rubbish containers and little or 
nothing else.

Rutland Partnership ofTiciala 
said they would consider finding a 
new market aponaor for the down¬ 
town area if the city and the Rut¬ 
land CJounty Farmers Market are 
unable to agree on a new home for 
the traditional market once the 


planned redevolopment of the 
downtown plaia is done two yeara 
from now. 

The traditional market has 
brought farmers and other vendora 
to the plaza twice a week in aum- 
mertime for the past decade. But 
nnder the redevelopment plan, the 
market'a home In fVepot Park will 
be dug up and a new park con¬ 
structed nearby.

The new park will be 
jointly administered by CVPS, the 
city, and current site-owner NET 
Realty. 

Although market members have 
aaid they want to stay in the plaza.

the city administration, CVPS and 
NET have agreed that they do not 
want any ongoing commerciai ac¬ 
tivities in the new park. 

Market members and the city 
have been struggling over the last 
six months to find Iwth short-term 
and long-term replacement aitea. 

At one point, a festival area 
where the market could be located 
was planned for Evelyn Street, but 
members rejected the option be* 
cause It lack^ visibility. 

Sinee then, city and market of¬ 
ficials have continued to Look for 
other venues.

'Trom a permanent standpoint 
wc believe a market is an asset that 
creates traffic and brings people ,

Murphy said he could not respond 
yet to the Partnership proposal. ' 

"This is the first Tvs heard of it,*

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Recreation 
Center Is 
Shut Down

City residents can stop complaining about the dilapi¬ 
dated state or the Lawrence Recreation Center, be¬ 
cause safety inspectors have shut it down. 

Building Inspector James Simonds and firefighter 
Fran Robillard took a surprise tour of the century-old 
building Thursday, and after three hours cataloguing 
innumerable fire and safety violations decided the 
place was unfit for public use. 

*TVe've gut children in there " Simonds said Friday, 
‘*1 weuldn^t want my kids in there* 

Told of the building's closure — only administrative 
staff will be allowed to work there — a local volleyball 
player said that despite the inconvenience, the action 
was overdue. 

"It's about time" she said. 'TVhat we need is a brand 
new center." 

The list of violations at the three-floor, Victorian era 
mansion Includes: 

►An inadec^uate number of exit doors (some of them 
are blocked or locked). 

►Exposed electrical wiring. 

►I..ack of handicapped access. 

►Gaping holes in walls and ceilings, 

►An uninspected alarm si-stem. 

►Improper storage of combustible materials. 

►Emergency lighting that lasts only 30 seconds be¬ 
fore flickering out. 

Asked by a reporter what parts of the building actu¬ 
ally were up to oode, Simonds responded: Tou tell me. 
,, I think the basketball hoops are the proper height.* 

The building has been subjected to benign neglect 
for years. City officials said they knew it was only a 
matter of time before tbe building would fad an inspec- 
tien, but were reluctant to spend tax dollars on what 
could never be an adequate facility. 

"You're looking at hundreds of thousands of dollars " 
to bring the building up to code, said Ms^or Jeffrey N. 
.Wannb^. "But the building couldn't dieet our (pm- 
grirm' even if it were perfect" 

Asked how the problem had been allowed to build to 
crisis proportions before action was taken, Wennberg

said hU hope had been that Leif 
Dahiin — the new superintendent 
of Parks & Recreation — would 
have had some time to get hia feet 
wet before confronting the obvious 
limitations of the Lawrence build¬ 
ing, 

'TVe have been in a holding pat¬ 
tern waiting for the change in lead¬ 
ership," Wennberg said. “The lead¬ 
ership was chosen ... in large part 
because of Leifa experience with 
this type of challenge." 

Formerly Middlebury's recre¬ 
ation director, Dahlin successfully 
led fund-raising efTorts there that 
resulted in the construction of a 
new recreation facility without 
spending property tax dollars. 

But Dahlin will now have his 
liands full coping with the immedi¬ 
ate problem. In the short term, vol- 
loyb^l, basketball and other activi¬ 
ties will hsY t* be relocated to new 
venues. 

Dahlin got his baptism by fire 
Thursday and Friday as he tried to 


cobble together solutions. “At least 
the phone still works * Dahlin said. 

School officials were called into 
the triage efforts and, by the end of 
Friday, it looked as if the recreation 
programs would be able to continue 
next week. 

School Board Chairman Michael 
Dick said the first floor of the old 
high school on Library Avenue 
could be used by Dahlin and his 
staff, and that the gym there would 
be available as well. And Rutland 
High School Principal David Wolk 
agreed to Schedule time at the new 
high school gym for Recreation De¬ 
partment programs. 

Square-dancing classes will be re¬ 
located to the Godnick Senior Cen¬ 
ter. 

But the long-term outlook is 
much more uncertain. City ofBcials 
have in the past tried to muster 
support for alternatives to the Law¬ 
rence Center — including an at¬ 
tempt to buy the former Clreat Ex¬ 
pectations sport center — but have 


been turned back by voters. 

Wennberg said Friday that in ad¬ 
dition to working up a comprehen¬ 
sive analysis of what the Ijiwrence 
building would need to be properly 
renovat^, the city should consider 
other possibilities. 

Those include possible use of the 
Lincoln and Dana schools, which 
Wennberg said might be closed. 
Wennberg also proposed ftirther co¬ 
operation with recreation officials 
from Rutland Town, West Rutland 
and Proctor to consider the possibil¬ 
ity of a regional recreation facility. 

"While we have long expected 
that the Lawrence Center would be 
forced to close at some point, we had i 
hoped that day was further into the 
future," Wennberg said. 

Alderman Paul G, Clifford, who 
heads the Recreation Committee, 
said he would call a meeting of his 
group Monday to begin addressing 
the situation,

The Board of Aldermen will take 
a fresh look at the uses that may be 
appropriate for a new plaza park to 
he built under the downtown rede¬ 
velopment plan. 

P^ded by Alderman Kevin B. 
Jones, the board referred the issue 
to the Recreation Committee — 
even though some members felt it 
was already being adequately han¬ 
dled by the Community Develop¬ 
ment Committee. 

Jones asked the board to approve 
a resolution asserting its belief that 
“active uses such as the Farmers 
Market are appropriate in the 
downtown park." 

That touched ofT lengthy debate 
over what role the aldermen want¬ 
ed to play in shaping uses at the 
park. The issue was wearily de¬ 
bated by board members at the end 
of a lengthy meeting that features 
several testy exchanges over proce¬ 
dural issues. 

The park is being built under a 
three-way agreement between the 
city, plaza owner NET Realty, and 
Central Vermont Public Service 
Corp., which plans to build new, 
headquarters in the plaza. 

CVPS, NETT and city administra- 
(ion oflicials have said they want 
I he park to be reserved for “passive” 
fecreation and to be off-limits to on¬ 
going commercial activities such as 
the Farmers Market. 

But Jones — a former CVPS em-

ployee — has publicly criticized 
that stance. He noted that CVPS 
will own the park, hold veto power 
over its uses (as will NET and the 
city), and that CVPS will actually 
grant a license to the city for public 
use of the site. 

Monday night. Jones asked the 
oidermen to join him in his criti¬ 
cisms. He said the board should 
support more active uses at the new 
park — including items such as 
touch football or the market. 

“Are we willing to fight ... and 
Jnnd up and make a strong state¬ 
ment that we support active uses 
<at the park}?" Jones asked. 

He was supported by Aider- 
woman Karen J Moore, who said 


that while the aldermen could not 
decide the issue, they could make 
their will known and try to shape 
public policy on the park. 

•This isn’t a referendum on the 
Farmers Market," Moore said. 
“What 1 think we should be doing is 
coming to terms with how we want 
to define uses of the park.” 

Alderwoman Sharon A. Davis, 
however, said that while she want¬ 
ed to see the Farmers Market lo¬ 
cated in the new park, the issue was 
properly a matter for the Com¬ 
munity Development Committee. 

That committee has been meet¬ 
ing frequently with market officials 
over the last six months in an efTort 
to find a short-term home for the 
market. 


Davis was supported by Aider- 
man Arthur E. Crowley, who chairs 
the Community Development Com¬ 
mittee. “We haven’t said no to any¬ 
thing," Crowley said. 

Assistant City Attorney Christo¬ 
pher Sullivan stepped in and sug¬ 
gested that Jones’ resolution would 
threaten the integrity of the three- 
party agreement 

Jones shot back that Sullivan ap¬ 
parently had not read the agree¬ 
ment, which says nothing about ac¬ 
tive or passive uses. 

When Jones was asked to re-state 
his motion, Moore .suggested to him 
that he rescind it and ask for refer¬ 
ral to the Recreation Committee. 
That motion passed by unanimous 
voice vote.

type of consensus that allowed the 
downtown redevelopment process 
to march toward fruition, whatever 
the political or economic winds of 
the day might have been.

As the process gets under way, 
Wennberg and Dahlin expect some 
options to be discarded and new 
ones taken up. In addition to the 
idea of reviving the Lawrence Rec¬ 
reation Center, a few other pos¬ 
sibilities are already on the table: 

^Continuing and expanding the 
interim solution now in place of ac¬ 
cessing school facilities such as the 
gym in the old high school, Dahlin 
noted that basketball program.^ can 
be expanded almost immediately. 

>Cooperative programs with pri¬ 
vate ntneas businesses, Dahlin U 
working on a plan to coordinate pro¬ 
grams with Four Sons, a downtown 
business with programs include fit¬ 
ness and martial arts. 

>Private financing. As Middle- 
bury*a recreation director, Dahlin 
spearheaded a capital campaign 
that resulted in the construction of 
a $1 million indoor facility without 
using property tax revenues, Dah- 
lin said he does not yet know 
whether the Rutland community 
could produce such support. 

But Wennberg said he has al¬ 
ready seen some encouraging signs. 
Since the Lawrence Cente/s trou¬ 
bles hit the news, he said, two 
wealthy citizens with fund-raising 
expertise have approached him 
with offers of help, 

>A combination of public and 
private financing. Wennberg gaid 
some of the cost of a now facility (or 
of retrofitting an old one such as the 
Dana or Lincoln schools) could be 
paid In part through a bond, and in 
part by a private capital campaign, 

>■ Regional cooperation. An jnter- 
municipal committee made up of 
representatives from the city, Rut¬ 
land Town, Mondon and West Rut¬ 
land has already fiaated the idea of 
combining forces to finance and ad¬ 
minister a joint recreation program. 

Such a compact would be the first 
in the state, Wennberg said. The ac¬ 
tion would require a vote of partici¬ 
pating communities to establish a 
district that would have the author¬ 
ity to lovy taxoB (with voter ap¬ 
proval) and to call for bond votes. 

Cortland Jones, chairman of the 
Mendon Board of Selectmen, said 
he thought the idea should be pre¬ 
sented to voters. 

“Conceptually it's a good idea," 
Jones said. The heart of the matter 
is going to depend on piaiple's peck- 
etbooke," 

The idea also got Jones musing 
on the possibilities. “It would be 
great to see an Olyippic-size swim¬ 
ming pool — that's something re¬ 
ally lacking in this area," he said, 
‘iDr maybe it could be combined 
with another hockey rink and 
things like that, ,„" 

Wonnborg is acutely aware of the 
pocketbook issue, no matter what 
option is eventually derided on. 

“Given our limited (taxation) ca¬ 
pacity, if we are going to ask for 
bonding or taxpayer support, It will 
be incumbent to the city to demon¬ 
strate that we are using existing fa¬ 
cilities to the maximum ability “ he 
aaid.

Town Drops Out 
Of Compact, Mostly 

Rutland Town has withdrawn 
from two of three groups founded to 
encourage cooperation between 
Rutland Town, Proctor, West Rut¬ 
land, and Rutland City. 

The town will remain on the joint 
purchasing committee established 
by the Rutland Regional Compact 
Advisory Committee created about 
one year ago. 

But throe out of four selectmen 
voted Monday night to withdraw 
Rutland Town from the compact’s 
two other subcommittees: indus¬ 
trial development and recreation. 

Selectman Gene Hathaway voted 
to continue to work with the towns. 
Chairman of Selectmen Rodney 
Oallipo refrained from voting. 

Selectman John Flory, who has , 
been vocal in opposing the two sub¬ 
committees, said he did not^want to 
“increase local government." 

As for planning industrial devel¬ 
opment, Flory said that the Rut¬ 
land Industrial Development Corp. 
was sufficient. 

Gallipo, who has been attendi^ 
the compact’s meetings since its in¬ 
ception. said the new gvTnnasium 
included in the planned expansion 
of the Rutland Town School would 
meet the town’s recreation needs. 

He said he would continue to 
meet with the chairs of the four 
other town boards. 

The three compact subcommit¬ 
tees have been meeting since Janu¬ 
ary 1994 to discuss “how the private 
sector might work with the public 
sector to promote more regional co¬ 
operation and foster mutual ben¬ 
efits to the towns involved."

Board Cuts VFW Tax, 
OKs Parking Lot Lease

Monday nighCa election eve 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
wm relatively quiet bgt marked by 
deciBiona on several minor issuer. 

Those included a tax abatement 
for the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
building on Edson Street, a new pob 
icy on Recreation Department fees, 
and authorization of a lease for the 
GE Credit Union parking lot, 

Tbe VFW tax break was granted 
by the Board of Tax Abatement — 
the aldermen plus the mayor and 
the city asses^ior — only over the 
objections of the latter. 

The VFW wanted the abatement 
because a summer inspection re¬ 
vealed variouB deficienries in the 
building's second floor, which in¬ 
cluded sevoral rental units. 

But because the building is likely 
to be sold and torn dawn to make 
way for a planned transit ttontor 
and parking deck, VFW official do* 
cided not to invest in bringing the 
structure up to code. 

By August, all of the tenants 
were out, leaving the VFW with no 
income to cover its Si.755 tax bill. 
All of the aldermen pre^ient — in¬ 
cluding VPW member Nicholas A. 
Barono — favored cutting 75 per¬ 
cent off the tax bilk or ap¬ 
proximately Si.300. 


But City Assessor Barry Keefe 
opposed the mcaeure, saying the 
VFW had failed to produce data to 
support its claim of rmancial hard* 
ship and that other i.on-profit orga¬ 
nizations might follow suit. 

"Just so we know the fads —r 
weVe not asking for any financial 
information” Keefe said. “There 
will be other sites coming up, and 
fVFW? will he precedent-setting for 
the future, Fm sure," 

But several aldermen said they 
were sympathetic to the VFW"s 
plight' the city hod perfonned the 
inspections that rendered the rent¬ 
al properties unusable, ond the city 
was backing the transit center that 
would make it unreasonable to ex¬ 
pect the VFW to invest in upgrad¬ 
ing its building. 

“1 don^t know how many prece¬ 
dents were going to have, af VFW 
buildings sitting in the middle of 
w^here we're going to put q transit 
center," said Alderman John P. 
Cflssarino. 

The rest of the board agreed, and 
voted unanimously in favor of the 
abatement — although Keefe said 
later that he had actually meant to 
vote against the measure. 

Also Monday night, the board apK 
proved a new policy for granting full 
or partial waivers of Recreation De¬ 
partment fees.

That attitude was engendered 
this Summer, when it still looked as 
if Central Vermont Public Service 
Corp. would build its new head¬ 
quarters in the plaza. 

Construction was expected to 
render Depot Park unusable for the 
market next summer. Efforts to 
find a suitable alternative site 
failed. 

"If the city had wanted to find a 
place for us bad enough, they would 
have found a place,” Murphy said. 

Adding insult to ipjury, from the 
market's perspective, was news 
that the city, CVPS, and piaaa- 
owner NET Realty would not allow 
the market in a new park to be built 
at the plaza. 


So three months ago the market 

decided ort the Rutland Town site. 
Then, last month. CVTS announced 
that the headquarters project wa,'^ 
on indefinite hold. 

Hope that the project could 

be salvaged by this summer has 
faded to the point that some city 
officials, at least, ore ready to ag¬ 
gressively pursue the market's re¬ 
turn. 

"It's pretty clear that nolhingfe 
going to happen at that site next 
summer/ said Alderman Kevin B. 
Jones, who sits or^ Crowley's com¬ 
mittee. 

He warned that if the city did not 
bring back the market next sum¬ 


mer, it might never do so. 

He suggested that if relations 
were not improved, the nmrket 
might eventually decide on a per¬ 
manent home at the site of the Dia¬ 
mond Run Mall now under con¬ 
struction in Rutland Town. 

But another downtown develop¬ 
ment official said he btdieved the 
market would return to the city. 

“ft wouldn't work for them up at 
Kinney," said Richard J, Courcelle, 
manager of the Rutland Partner¬ 
ship.

Jones: Utility Fees 
Would Trim Taxes

Alderman Kevin B. Jones pro* 
posed Monday that Jthe city impoae 
a franchise fee on utilities that 
could raise as much as $900,000 a 
year for city coffers. 

The mayoral candidate aaid the 
niioney would be used to reduce the 
property tax rate and to increase 
spending on basic city services. 


Mayor JelTrey N, Wennhergr who 
Will battle Jonea to keep his job, 
said he was against the proposal. 

Jones' franchise fee would fall 
mainly on the back of Central Ver* 
moiit Public Service Corp, — his 
former employer. 

He said that a 3.5 percent annual 
fee on CVPS' gross revenues from 
city ratepayers — such as Burling¬ 
ton imposes on its local electric util¬ 
ity — would raise about $500,000. 

In addition, Jones said, the new 
fee could be expected to draw

Panel Is Weighing 
Many Tax Options

The tax proposals made by Alder- 
man Kevin B. Jones in hia cam¬ 
paign for the mayor's o^ce grow 
out of the work of a special panel 
appointed last year by incumbent 
Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg. 

Jones is member of the “Blue Rib¬ 
bon Committee on Alternative Rev- 
enuea,^" which is chaired by David J. 


Dean and assisted by City Trea¬ 
surer Ronald J. Graves. 

The panel made several propesaU 
on ways to make city government 
more efficient, including combining 
the city's emergency management 
department with school and Rre de¬ 
partments, and improving adminia- 
tration of building maintenance. 

The panel also endorsed asking 
owners of tax-exempt properties to 
make payments in lieu of taxes.

$300,000 from Nynex and $100,000 
from Adelphia Cable. 

“It is a fee charged to utilities for 
the privilege of using publicly 
owned rights-of-way for their busi¬ 
ness,” Jones said, noting that utili- 
tie-s now pay no taxes on their poles 
and lines in the right-of-way. 

The city's charter already grants 
authority to charge franchise fees. 
The costs to the ulllilies, Jones 
said, could be spread among rate¬ 
payers both in and outside the city. 

Jones also proposed two other 
new revenue sources: a per-foot 
charge to contractors for excavating 
in city streets, and annual [but vol¬ 
untary) payments from neighboring 
communities for use of city recre¬ 
ational programs. 

Wennberg endorsed the excava¬ 
tion fee — in fact he once proposed 
it to the Board of Aldermen, he said. 

More study was needed on the 
question of who pays for what recre¬ 
ation programs, a process that is 
now underway, Wennberg said. 

Jones hopes that by 1996. his pro¬ 
posals would bring in $1 million in 
new revenues as an alternative to 


the property tax. The new money 
would 3^ used to reduce the prop¬ 
erty Lax rale by as much as 14 cents 
— or $140 on a house assessed at 
$100,000 — and to boost spending 
on basic city services. 

Jones said local property tax rev¬ 
enues now cover 90 percent of city 
government expenditures. Of that 
amount, 58 percent ia bom by resi¬ 
dential property owners. 

'The property tax burden is clear¬ 
ly much too high in Rutland,” Jones 
said. He added that in Burlington, 
only B2 percent of city revenues 
Come from property taxes. 

“We need action on this problem, 
not excuses and blame,” he said. 

Wennberg said be opposed the 
franchise fee. Tt doesnT take a 
rocket scientist to see that property 
tax bills are too high,” he said. “But 
so are electric bills, cable bills and 
telephone bills.” 

He continued: "Our challenge is 
not to adopt a tax-of-the-week strat¬ 
egy but to make government less 
costly, ... What guarantee do the 
taxpayers have that the property 


Jones saying 'trust me.' " 

Wennberg also said he found it 
unlikely that regulators would 
allow a city franchise fee to bo paid 
by rate payers statewide, 

Jones acknowledged that there 
would likely bo legal challenges to 
his scheme. 

But he also argued that at the 
very least, utilities would be forced 
to the bargaining table with the city 
and that taxooffers would benefit. 

Jones said that because it is 
cheaper for utilities to provide ser¬ 
vices to urban areas such as Rut¬ 
land than to rural areas, city rate¬ 
payers are subsidizing the compa¬ 
nies' costs of serving outlying areas, 
A franchise fee passed through to 
all ratepayers as part of the compa¬ 
nies' cost of service would even 
things out, Jones said. 

Even if the fees affected only city 
ratepayers, that would still shift 
some of the tax burden to non-profit 
concerns such os churches and ser¬ 
vice organizations that pay no prop¬ 
erty tax, Jones said.

Jones Urges Taxes 
For Recreation Site 

Mayoral candidate Kevin B. 
Jones proposed Thursday that the 
city use rooms and meals taxes and 
entertainment taxes for a new rec¬ 
reation facility. 

Jones said if voters appra%*^ed it, 
he would use a 1 percent tax on 
rooma and meals, on liquor sales, 
and on entertainment to help offset 
the cost of building and operating a 
recreation center. 

In addition, he would use some of 
the impact fees developer Damian 
Zamias is due to pay the city a year 
after hia Rutland Town mall opens. 

But Jones also said he would 
never allow property taxes to be 
used for a recreation center, an op¬ 
tion Mayor Jeffrey Wennberg has 
pursued in the past. 

During his press conference 
Thursday, Jones was flanked by 
several school children who said 
there was not enough recreational 
opportunity for local youth. 

Jones said the scope of a recre¬ 
ation center should be determined 
only after a needs assessment has 
been conducted — a process the 
Wennberg administration has al¬ 
ready begun. 

In addition, Jones said, the cen¬ 
ter should be within walking dis¬ 
tance of the downtown commercial 
core, adding to downtown's vitality. 

And the city should try to get 
neighboring towns to help build or 
run a facility — again, an avenue 
that is already being explored by 
the Wennberg administration. 

Jones acknowledged that some of 
his proposals are already in the 
works. But he charged that for eight 
years Wennberg dawdled on recre¬ 
ation issues, and that it took the 
closing of the LawTence Recreation 
Center late last year to propel the 
mayor to action. 

Wennberg responded that Jones' 
head was too easily turned by alter¬ 
native tax Options. "TheTc's no limit 
to the wonderful things you can do 
ifyou raise taxes enough,'' he said.

Jones Is s^l an 
alderman and has promised not to 
let the issue dio- 

One of the board^s calmer voices, 
Alderman David W. Sagi, appears 
likely to become the new board 
president 

Several board members have said 
privately that they expected to vote 
for Sagi, He haa served as acting 
chairnian on numerous occasions 
this year, when former board presi* 
dent Nicholas J. Barone stepped 
dawn for health reasons. 

During the campaign, Wonnberg 
noted some $B million growth in the 
city's grand li»t this year, and pro¬ 
jected another *12 million in the 


next. 

Although he took credit for foster¬ 
ing that growth, he declined to say 
whether he would dedicate the ex* 
pected new revenues to decreasing 
the tax rate. 

He cited;the possibility that un¬ 
expected expenses would prevent a 
tax reduction, but he also said he 
would lower the tax rate if possible. 

Two of the new aldermen — 
Christopher C. Louras and Barry S. 
Beauchamp — both called for a 
freeze in city tax rates during their 
campaigns. 

And Jones, who still has a year on 
the board, said he would continue to 
push WennhsTg to bring down the 
tax rate. 

Despite Jones' continued pres¬ 
sures, the mayor's relations with 
the Board of Aldermen can be ex¬ 
pected to continue on the smooth 
path established in 1994, 

In years prior, Alderman J. 
^'Bucko'* Barrett had been a con¬ 
stant thorn in the side of the admin- 
istration and of some other hoard 
members. 

Some city ofliciaLs were worried 
that Barrett might inject a negative 
lone back into political delibera¬ 


tions if he got back on the board, 
but he did not. 

Wennberg and tbe board can be 
counted on to pursue a large re¬ 
tailer for the downtown shopping 
plaza, which Kmart plans to vacate 
this summer. There are some city- 
mntrollcd funds and proporty that 
could be used to entice a new tenant 
to the site. 

And Wennberg run on a pledge to 
bring €00 new jobs to the county 
within three years, with the help of 
an industrial recruitment special¬ 
ist. 

Several incumbent aldermen said 
they would support Wennberg in 
that effort. 

Another front-burner issue will 
be the reorganization of the Hecre- 
ation Department. Recently ap¬ 
pointed Superintendent of Parks & 
Recreation Leif Dahlin is getting a 
firm grip on the reins, but there is 
no permanent recreation facility in 
the city. 

Wennberg said he would continue 
to work with Dahlin and the alder- 
manic Recreation Committee to see 
through a needs assessment process 
and long-tenn solutions to the lack 
of a permanent recreation &ci lily.

Even during these days of spring fever, Sharia El- 
rick'e thonghta are never that far from the first icy 
blast of Bzr in December that will allow the surface at 
the Giorgetti tink in Rutland to be turned ta ice.

'niLs year the instruction was confined to the ISlA's 
Leam-to-Skate Program, but next year Elrick is hope¬ 
ful the program will explede and Bncompass all areas 
offered by ISIA and that would include ice hockey and 
speed skating. 

That would be added to figure skating and its compo¬ 
nents: freestyle, dance, pairs and school figuras. 

Speed skating has real ly taken off In Proctor where 
it is nurtured by Dave Manfredi. 

‘The speed skating at Proctor is very good," says 
Elrick, who would like to see that aspect of the pro¬ 
gram utilize both venues.

Proctor has excellent ice and is a large surface but 
there are times the rink can^t be skated on when it is 
snowing too heavily.

Elrick says the ice surface does need to be improved 
at Giorgetti for such components of the program as 
speed skating and school figures. She sees a Zambon^ 
for the Giorgetti facility as ^ing a key addition for the 
program bo grew in the manner she envisions. 

“You've got to be on glass to see what you're doing for 
school figures^" she says. 

There have been some recent improvements at Gior¬ 
getti that have added to the enjoyment of the skaters. 
Recent wind screens have made the facility much more 
comfortable an freezing winter nights. 

Elrick and her assistants, Austin Burbank and Paul 
Martel, had a good turnout of students ths winter and 
with many of them ready to move up a class for more 
advanced instruction, they believe the participation is 
only going to grew. 

There was already expansion this winter from the 
sessions held in 1&&3-&4 as the classes went frtm four 
weeks to eight weeks this year. The youngest group 
was a tots class that included skaters age 2-5. The 
classes then ranged oB the way to an adult class. 

The ISIA program is internationally recognized so 
that a student can move anywhere, produce the certifi ¬ 
cate and pick up where he or she left off in the instruc¬ 
tion.

Part of Welfare 

1 want to correct a misimprea- 
sion in Payson Webbei^s letter to 
the editor which appeared on 
March 15, Meals on V^eels and 
congregate meals are not welfare 
programs, just Realise they are 
partially supported with federal 
funds. Partieipants voluntarily 
mntribute for each meal received 
and the average donation at 
many locations ia over' S£ per 
meal. This acoounts for over one- 
third of the total program cost per 
meal. 

There are many reasons why 
people go to community luncheon 
sites or receive home-delivered 
meals. For some it is the op¬ 
portunity to share good food and 
fellowship with their peers at the 
Senior Center or any of the other 
23 locations in Rutland and Ben¬ 
nington counties. For others it is 
because they no longer can pre¬ 
pare their own meals. 

Some may need hente-delivered 
meals for only a few weeks or 
months after a hospital stay. In¬ 
come eligibility is not & require¬ 
ment, although for some who do 
not have the finandal where¬ 
withal te pay their heat, taxes, 
utility and medication bvUa 
(Medicare does not cover medica¬ 
tions 1 and still have enough left 
over to pay for food — for these 
few people, too, the meals pro¬ 
gram is vitally important 
Older people, one would hope, 
have earned the right to receive 
certain benefits in our society for 
their many years of contributions 
to their families and their com¬ 
munities. It is demeaning to sug¬ 
gest that people who may need or 
want to participate in a well- 
established and very beueficial 
community program are in it be¬ 
cause they want to “get some¬ 
thing for nothing."

The last time Rutland Tuwn and 
Rutland City officials got together, 
they were “just dating." It was the 
summer of 1992 and they flipped 
burgers out behind former Aider- 
woman Patricia Donelly’a house. 

This time, they talked about mar¬ 
riage as wind whipped through the 
tali windows of Rutland Free Li¬ 
brary’s upper room Tuesday night. 

Rep. Steve Howard, D-RuUand 
Town, had called the offlcials to¬ 
gether because he said he wanted to 
inspire “better communication and 
cooperation” between Rutland City 
and Rutland Town. 

The two municipalities have 
often been at odds since they were 
separated by the Legislature more 
than 100 years ago. 

One by one Tuesday, uflicials 
shared their perspectives about tlic 
relationship between Rutland City 
and Rutland Town. 

Rutland Town Selectman John D. 
Flory Jr., got right to the heart of 
the matter. 

“The big problem is that Rutland 
Town and Rutland City have been 
dating occasionally since 1960,” 
Flory said. “Some people in both 
towns want to gb steady and get 
married. ...I’d like to date occasion- 
'ally, get together on a whim, but 
not every month. That’s going 
steady. We’ve got to understand 
that a merger is not going to solve 
anybody’s problem."

Young said Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg wasn’t help¬ 
ing the situation. 

“You’ve got to get rid of this feeling that the town is 
tiying to shaft the city,” Young said. 

“That’s the wrong attitude. 'There’s no shafting here. 
If there’s something going on in the city, it’s going to 
benefit the town, and vice versa. ...We’ve got to sit 
down with our hearts and minds open.” 

Alderman Clifford said the Diamond Run Mall, 
which is located in the town, was an example of how 
the two municipalities had worked openly and well 
.together. 

And Alderman Sagi said the two towns needed to 
find more areas that would result in a “win-win" situa¬ 
tion. If both municipalities worked on a recreation op¬ 
tion for the area, he said, they would both win.

asked. “Is it just money?... We*ve got to grow together. 
Yeah, somebody may have to carry a little more load 
than the other. ...But we don't seem to want to help 
each other.

Flory said he agreed communication had been poor 
between the two municipalities. But he stood his 
ground: He wasn’t ready to get married. 

Alberico maintained he wanted a stronger relation¬ 
ship. 

“Dating is not a commitment," he said. “Maybe that’s 
our problem: We’ve been dating too long." 

“I want to get rid of these marriage analogies,” Jones 
said. 

But in the end, officials agreed to “go steady” for a 
while and meet again in a month. First they pitched a 
few concrete ideas about the future. 

Davis said the city and town could agree on “aesthet¬ 
ics,” such as Rutland’s gateways, which could be 
cleaned up and made more attractive. 

Alberico proposed the moat grandiose idea: a “snow 
dome" at the Rutland Fairgrounds — a buiding under 
a white dome that would hold 5,000 to 7,000 people, 
bring people from as far as New Jersey, and double as 
a recreation center and a convention center. 

Young and Flory both recommended that any pro¬ 
posed regional recreation center be located outside the 
city and in a neighboring town such as Rutland. 

That raised another regional goal that prompted the 
meeting. 

“The bottom line is we’ve got to create jobs," Howard 
said. 

Stafford recommended hiring a community planner, 
but Gillam said there was already a “Regional Com¬ 
pact" committee made up of people from the area, 
working on issues such as joint spending. 

Dickinson said he thought it would be better for 
officials to agree to disagree than to operate behind a 
facade of working together. 

But officials persevered. Young said officials didn’t 
have to agree on everything. And Howard said the 
challenge would be not to let the ideas put forward 
Tuesday night simply become a list on a piece of paper. 

Davis retained some skepticism after the meeting. 

“I wonder where the honeymoon will be, the city or 
the town?" she said. 

Davis said the agreement to meet again in a month 
was “more than (officials) had done in the past," but 
that she was still dubious about the relationship’s fu¬ 
ture.

Kevorkian Aids Death 
Of Ex-Rutland Pastor

A 7S-yeflr-flld retired minister 
who flhddk up the Rutland Uni ta r- 
Inn Universalist Church in the 
early 1970s died Monday with ao- 
caUed ^'suicide doctor'' Jack 
Kevorkian at hia side- 

Tho Rev. John E. Evans died at 
his home in the Detroit suburb of 
Royal Oakp Mich. His death ia the 
first Kevorkian has attended since 
the nation's highest court refused to 
shield him from prosecution for as¬ 
sisting at suicides. 

News of the death rippled within 
hours to the Rutland Unitarian 
tJniversalist Church on West 
Street, whore Evans servied two de¬ 
cades ago. 

"He was different from the kinds 
of ministers that we’d had beforcp" 
said John Martin of Rutland, a re¬ 
tired teacher. “Hia ministry was up 
to date and more modorn than the 
conventional ones that we'd had be¬ 
fore."

Increase 
Is Under , 
Review

Some city residents are experienc¬ 
ing. sticker shock as they contem¬ 
plate fee hikes for many city recre¬ 
ation programs. 

Alderwoman Sharon A. Davis has 
asked for a review of fee poheiesn as 
well as the provision allowing non- 
leaidents who pay taxes in the city 
to pay the same fees as residents. 

Davis said she spoke with one 
womarL who last year spent $150 to 
keep her children occupied. This 
year, the woman will spend $500. 

"Fve heard concerns that they've 
increased greatly in one year’s 
time,“Davis said. 

And she's right. 

Participating in the swim team, 
for instance, will cost S25 this year, 
up from just $5 last year. What was 
a $10-per-week day camp now will 
cost $56 for two weeks, although 
the hours have been extended. 

A free playground program for el¬ 
ementary students was canceled, 
foixring parents to consider the day 
camp instead. The playground pro¬ 
gram may be reinstated, but at a 
$l3-per-week fee. 

On the other hand, some program 1 

coats have been pared. Field hock- 1 

ay, for instance, has decreased from | 

$90 to $53 per session. And in-line 
skating prugrams have dropped 
from $55 to $45. 

Department superintendent Lqif 
Dahlin said he instituted the 
changes — in consultatiun with the 
Recreation Committee — in order 
to bring the price for parlicipatiun ' 

more in line with the actual cost to j 

the city. 

He noted that even with the rise

in swimming program fees, the cost 
uf running White’s Pool will still be 
$20,000 more than will be received 
in revenue. 

And he wants to be able to pay hia 
workers better wages, provide more 
program materials and begin to put 
away money to take care of equip¬ 
ment and facilities needs. 

There are also new services avail¬ 
able; breakfast and lunch for chil¬ 
dren, and bus service to take them 
from one program to another, 

"I am not looking to generate rev¬ 
enue, 1 am looking to break even ” 
Dahlin said. “We’ve got a serious in- 
fruBtructure challsuge." 

He said he expect^ to receive be¬ 
tween $lflG,O0 and $200,000 in fee 
revenue this year. The city's gen¬ 
eral fund supplies another $652,000 
to the recreation budget. 

Dahlin compared that to the town 
of Middlebury, where he was recre¬ 
ation chief before coming to Rut¬ 
land There, his $70,000 local bud¬ 
get was supplemented by another 
$150,000 or more in revenues, 

“It's going to take time for us to 
get to that ratio,“ Dahlin said. 
"Over a period of years we should be 
getting in the $600,00 to $700,000 
range." 

Alderman Paul G, Cliffuidj chair¬ 
man of the Recreation Cbmmittee, 
said he was concerned about the fee 
increases 

"It has to be something gradual,'* 
Clifford said. But he added that he 
underetood there was a need for 
more revenue. 

**I want to wait and see how this 
one goes,** ClilTord said. 

Davis has a further concern, that 
non-residents are paying too little 
above what residents pay to partici¬ 
pate in city recreation programs. 

**My concern is that if we need to 
raise revenues, then we really 
should be looking at the difference" 
between what residents and non¬ 
residents pay, Davis said. 

Fur most programs, non-resi¬ 
dents pay only $6 more than resi¬ 
dents^ a number Davis would Like to 
see hiked to $10, 

But Dahlin said the $6 difference 
was carefully calculated. 

According to his estimates, city 
taxpayers pay roughly $32 each to 
fund the recreation budget. 

Assuming that non-residents who 
use the city’s programs do so gn av¬ 
erage of five to six times a year, the 
$6 fee makes up the difference be¬ 
tween what they pay and what local 
residents pay, 

Davis appears to have broad sup¬ 
port for her Rnal proposal — that 
people who do not live in the dty 
but who pay taxes here should be 
treated aa non-residents in the fee 
structure. 

Davis said only people whe actu¬ 
ally live in the dty should be consid¬ 
er^ as residents, Dahlin and Clif¬ 
ford agreed.

Joya Tetreault has run plenty of 3.1-m>ile high school 
cross country races and l&OO-metet races on a track. 
Sunday she bit ofTa S.2^niile race — the first time she 
has raced that long of a distance.

Manchester Center’s 34‘yeaT-old Matt Cull, an out¬ 
standing trail runner, proved to be just as adept on 
pavement, covering the Prorfbr-to-Kutland couree in a 
winning time of 32:07 . 

Cull was trying to eclipse his personal best for a 10- 
K race of Si: 12. 

“There were a few more hills than I thoughC said 
Cull, ‘There was a tail wind but that was more than 
offset by it being hot and humid." 

But heat and humidity didn't bother Cull as much as 
it did the rest of the field. He began stretching his lead 
over second-place finisher Tony Bates before the first 
mile. He had a clocking of 15:52 when he hit the three- 
mile mark and was erujoying a large lead over Bates at 
that time. 

Salisbury's Bates was coming off an iryury and com- 
petmgin his first race in a long while. 

While Cull stretched his lead early, Tetreault and 
Manchester Center's Lynn Arhei wr ne swapping the 
lead for a the first few miles oi' n >men's competi¬ 
tion. Tetreault took the lead and kt , 1 , it with about a

mile to gO- Achee finished in second with a time of 
40:0@ and Manchester’s Laurie Sigioch was third in 
the female race with a 40:33. 

Tetreault said there was one point in the race when 
Achee passed her that she began thinking that she 
would have to settle for second place. 

But that wasn't the ease as the 10-K debut for this 
16-year-old Rutland High junior was a smashing suc¬ 
cess.

Dave Goodspeed remembers the 
early in-line skates when the 
liladee with the little wheels lined 
up in a row - where the name in¬ 
line came from — camo separately 
from tlie bo,it. In those days, they 
used to bolt the wheels and chassis 
onto the bCKtl of Art ice skate. He 
first pttt these on when he was in¬ 
volved with teaching ski racing at 
the Stratton Mountain School in 
the early '8fis. 

At that point hu mafixed that 
there could be a direct correlation 
between skating down a bill on 
these primitive skates and skiing 
down a hill on snow. Yeara later, 
when he first Ixaight skates for his 
son Dylan and step daugiiier 
Sarah, he knew that he had struck 
on something. 

Goodsqjeed ha,? been involved in 
^ching ski racing since he fin¬ 
ished with oompetitis*e racing 25 
years ^gjo. He had found stjmelhing 
that was not only fun and exdting 

a tremendous tool he could use 
in CTD^-training athletes^ 

''What I realized was that this 
was the beat sport to teach skiing 
to local kids without a lot of 
money;" Goodspoed said. “I p^it 
them on and realized that it was 
the same exact thing. All of these 
aki academies were filled with peo¬ 
ple from the city. Ibis was an ex- 
tsllent thing, an athletic approach 
to ^rU, especially motion aports ” 
Good^jeed and local merchant 
Chuck Wagenlwim of the Grea( 
Outdoors Trading Company got to¬ 
gether and formed the Great Gut- 
dcps-Balance Works Sthool. Tb^f 
gave lessons through the .“.tore, 
then Godd^ieed approached then ' 
Rutland Recreation Department 
Swperinten^nt John Cioffredi 
about running a summer camp and 
using the covored ice skating facil¬ 
ity at Giori^tti Park. 

The first year, when the sport 
was "still very cutting edge/' Good- 
speed had 10 kids, mast of whom 
were interested in skiing. Hie next 
year, Goods}:^ organized the 
camp more like a summer .soccer or 














basketball camp and had cme 
course in the summer and one in 
lb# fall with 25 partkipanU. 

Last year was a breakthrough 
season as over 100 kids — 67 el¬ 
ementary-aged and 41 of junior 
high and high school — partici¬ 
pated in two camps through the 
summer. 

He set his camps up reatining a 
dirreront sport or skill learned each 
day. One day would simulate ice 
skating. Day two simulated speed 
skating. D^ three reatured hockey 
skills.

All are 
ski instructors certified by the Pm- 
fesaioTial Ski Instructors Associa¬ 
tion. 

This year the Great Outdoors- 
Balance Works School will run two 
intrwiuctory camps, an advninced 
in-line cross training camp and the 
"Ultimate" cress training and con- 
ditjoning comp. These run for a 
week with Iwo ihre&hour sessions 
a day at a coat of anywhere from 
$45-$101 per camp

"The thii^ about roller-hock^ is 
that it's a really difTerent game 
than ice tiockey, IPs much faster 
and games can tako about an hour. 
We're hoping to run three or four 
games a night so it c-an fit in with 
free skating that will also be aveib 
able." 

Roller-hockey* like most in-line 
activities, is fast-paced and excit¬ 
ing, Games are composed of tvm 25^ 
minute halves with running time. 
Teams play four a side plus a goal¬ 
ie. There is no body checking, but 
there is also no offsides or icing. 

"It's designed to keep the flow of 
the game going," said Milne. “Play¬ 
ers can pretty much receive a pass 
anywhere and it lends itself to 
some ofTense." 

Jay-Beru’a has been in business 
since 1983 but has gotten into in¬ 
line skating heavily two years ago.

Currently* Goodspeed, Wagen- 
heim of the Great Outdoors and 
Dahlin of the Rutland Recreation 
and Parks Department have forged 
□ unique partnership joining pri¬ 
vate ente^iae with public re¬ 
sources for the good of the com¬ 
munity. 

In the covered facility at Gior- 
getti Park, Goodspeed and his crow 
have created a training oval around 
the circumference of what is the 
skating rink in the winter. In the 
middle, they have built a aeries of 
portable ramps, rails^ spines and 
jumps where ftee-^yle skating can 
occur. 

"Basically the Great Outdoors- 
Baknce Works School has nm tho 
camps for the Rec Department for 
the last three years and Leif Dah- 
lin is in Favor of private industry 
working in coqjiu^ifln with public 
servkea," said Wagenheim. “We 
pay bn^ a portion of what we 
make to them and we do it at an 
inexpensive rate. I think it's d real 
good deal. We build ramps and 
they have the facility instead of 
doing it on our own." 

Wagenheim sees it as a way to

"We're on the threshold of a 
dream." said Oahlin. "What Dave

If anything, it 
will r^uce the cost to the taxpay¬ 
ers and better utilise our facility 
(Giorgetti Park) 'Throvigh surplus 
revenue, we can roll it back into 
the facility " 

Goodspeed sees tlie skate park as 
a way to present more options to 
kids, better utilir.e what he feels is 
a tremendous facility and olTer 
more lime to be involved with the 
community with in-line skating. 

Most of the kids that have been 
with Goodspeed for four years are 
teen-agers and more intetvsted in 
the fmee-^yle asqject of the sport 

"'(Frec-atyle), along with the 
hockey part, w the faBteat growing 
aspect of the sport," said Good- 
speed. “Arything to get into the 
air. do tricks and land on their feet 
If you listen to kids, that's what 
they want." 

Gooelfpeed has developed a core 
group of kids that will go on the 
road te demo the in-line equipment 
for the Great Outdoors. Tl^ gave 
a demonstration at a children's 
health and safety' fair at the Rut¬ 
land Hospital last week and are 
sJated to give demos in Dorset and 
Manchester te spur interest in the 
sport. 

Wagenheim, who sella skates 
from Rollerblade, Oxygen, K2 and 
Rqoea, rtocka the van with 50 pair 
of high quality demo skates so that 
those trying out can eryoy that 
"peak experience " 

'We would like to do it more re¬ 
gionally next year — we're putting 
together a brochure" said Wagen¬ 
heim said of his demo team. 'Some 
of tlx? images that in-line is dif¬ 
ficult are not true. The equipment 
has gotten better and it's gotten 
easier te learn." 

Dahlin sees the skate park as a 
boon to the entire community. He 
envisions public skating hours at 
Gioigetti at a nominal cost and 
skate parties, while both he and 
Goodspeed agree that there's even 
room for skateboarders if they fol¬ 
low the rules. 

'T'm extremely excited about it 
said Dahlin. “We'd like to britig 
fciack the old days of roller skating 
parttes with in-line parties and 
make it a family affair.

That pruject would have obliter¬ 
ated Depot Park, replacing it with a 
public greoo Bpacc nearby. And con¬ 
struction once planned for this sum¬ 
mer was expected to render Depot 
Park unusable for the market. 

The design for the plaza make¬ 
over also included a ‘‘festival space" 
near Evelyn Street for the use of the 
County Farmers Market. 

‘ But the market board rejected 
ihat offer, saying tho area lacked 
Visibility, The city administration 
Supported CVPS and plaia owner 
i*JET in saying that the market 
Could not use the planned now 
plaza park. 

By the time it was clear the CVPS 
deal was dead and the Depot Park 
might be available this summer,, 
the Rutland County Farmers Mar¬ 


ket had already decided to take up 
an offer from Kinney Motors to use 
a gr^n space behind the Route 7 
car dealership. 

So the city was left without either 
CVPS or a farmeTs market. 

Bui Alderman Kevio B, Jones 
pursued possibilities, and initiated 
discussions with members of the 
Poultncy Farmers Market- 

That group — many of whose 
vendors have sold produce from 
Depot Park in the past — is now 
called the Vermont Farmers' Mar¬ 
ket. 

Jones last week brought the idea 
to the Board of Aldermen, saying 
that NET Realty was willing to ac¬ 
commodate tho new market in the 
plaza. 


The board approved a mid-week 
venue for the market, pending re¬ 
ceipt of a letter from NET okaying 
the deal. NET property manager 
Robert Rechner could not be 
reached for commont Monday. 

Green said that the new market 
hoped to open up Saturday to coin¬ 
cide with the Ethnic E'ood Festival 
to be held in the nearby parking 
deck. 

After that entry, however, the 
new market plans on a mid-week 
market day, most likely Tuesdays. 
Green said the new market may 
also include crafts vendors. 

If SQ^ the market may have to pay 
a vendor fee to Lhe city. Sales of ag¬ 
ricultural products are exempt from 
the vendor fees, but crafts are not. 


Although the new market will 
feature fewer than a dozen vendors 
— as compared to 40 or more at the 
Rutland County Farmers' Market 
-— Green said many of those will be 
some of the largest vendors in the 
area. 

And Jones said even a small pres¬ 
ence would do a lot for the down¬ 
town district, “It just adds to the 
MveUness,'' he said. 

The Rutland County Farmers 
Market, meanwhile, does not ap¬ 
pear to be worried about potential 
competition from the new market,

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City Detectives May 
Move to Dana School 

The detectives division of the 
Rutland C^ty Police may find itself 
in a new home by summer's end, 
rektcating: from the fKilice station at 
City Hall to the basement of the 
Dana School. 

City Police Chief Robert Holmes 
said this week that the move would 
free up additional desk and termi¬ 
nal space in the overcrowded down¬ 
town station. 

He said the department had been 
offered the basement of Dana for a 
lease of about $1 a year, but would 
have to invest money in supplying 
phone and computer hook-ups to 
the main station and police com¬ 
puter systems. Because of that, he 
said, the move could not be com¬ 
pleted before late summer.

Planning Session Results In Focus For 
New Year 

More than 30 people from Rutland Partnership's board of directors, its committees and 
Rutland Redevelopment Authority, met at The Comfort Inn for three hours on January' 11 
for a planning session to focus Rutland Partnership's efTorts for 1995. After a lengthy 
discussion Eliat W'eni right to the heart ofdowntown's major issues, the group agreed that the 
Partnership should focus its immediate allenlion on marketing the Wedding Niche and 
recruiting businesses for the Soho niche, both of which were outlined in the recent DANTH 
study. 

The Partnership recently completed 1 he most exhaustive marketing research ever done 
for the downtown. The DANTH report outlined five "niches." or specialized markets, that 
downiow-n should build (o remain oompetitive- the Food for Home. Soho, Restaurant, 
Wedding, and Home Center niches. Those niches will help dovvmown sharpen its image in 
the regional marketplace, and the high profile set by the niches will atlract more businesses 
for the entire district. 

The discussion at the January 11 planing meeting, which wns facililaled by' the 
Partnership's past president Stuarl Silloway, centered around the auTcnt strength of each 
niche and the need to recruit businesses before significant marketing is undertaken. The 
planning participants agreed to accept DANTH's leconiincndations fOr niche development 
and marketing. 

Of the fne niches, the Wedding Niche is the most fully developed with enough strong 
businesses already downtown to begin marketing it as a one-stop wedding dcstiiialicn. 
Products and services in the Wedding Niche inehide wedding and engagement rings, 
flowers, invitations and announcements, tuxedos and dresses, bridal registries, shower and 
wedding gifts, wicdding licenses, banking, insurance, financial planning, receptions and 
caterers, wedding cakes, photography and honeymoon travel. The Partnership's Marketing 
Committee has developed a Wedding Niche task force headed by Sandy Cohen of The Main 
Course. The task force is looking at ways to unify the individual businesses iit the wedding 
niche and to develop cooperative marketing programs lo promote these products and 
services. 

The Partnership's Business Development Committee w ill immcdiaicly begin to recruit 
businesses for the Soho Niche. "Soho refers to an area of Greenwich Village. New York 
which is known For its fine arts businesses, unique eateries, cntcrtainnicnt and cultural 
activities. The Downtown Rutland Soho Niche includes the new Plaza Movicpicx, a 
rcnov’atcd l^ramount Tlicater, book stores, pcrfomiing crafts and crafts cooperativ’es. 
antique cculers, music stores, a brewpub, coffee bars and sev'cral good restaurants. 
Downtov^Tt already has begun to build this niche and new busiuosses are expoclcd lojoin the 
niche in the spring. It is felt that this niche will be the easiest in which to recruit businesses, 
and it will help attract retailers and extend the length of the bustness day by offering evening 
activity do'^’rttown.

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city budget over the past two weeks. 
With their cuts of S15,24Sp the city's 
general fund budget would fall at 
$10346.082, according to calcula¬ 
tions by Treasurer Ronald J. 
Graves. 

There may be some action from 
the floor on Monday to make fur' 
ther cuts, pardcularly in the De¬ 
partment of Public Works De¬ 
partment budget, which was un* 
touched in committee. 

But, as in past years, the commit' 
tees were hard pressed to find any 
major fat to trim. 

“A lot of it was trimmed prior to 
us getting it,"" said Alderwoman 
Sharon A. Davis. 'There aren't any 
extras — we"re not looking at any 
major new equipment or anything 
this year.'* 

However, Davis was one of sev¬ 
eral meml^i^ of the Recreation 
Committee who voted to cut 
$12,400 that had been budgeted to 
fund a cultural programs director 
requested by Leif Dahl in, superin¬ 
tendent of Parks & Recreation- 

Given the current economic cli¬ 
mate, Davis said, it was not a good 
idea to add a new position. Instead, 
the coordinators duties —- such as 
scheduling events in the Center 
Street Alley — could be performed 
by the existing position of program 
director. 

"We're trying to tighten our belts, 
and this just isn't the time to be 
paying that kind of money to a part¬ 


time coordinator,'* she said 

Davis said she expected the bud¬ 
get to pass, but it was clear Friday 
that the vote would not be unani¬ 
mous. 

Alderman Barry L. Beauchamp 
said he would vote against the bud¬ 
get unless Wennbei^ trimmed an¬ 
other $50,000 from the total 

Wennberg said that although he 
was sympathetic to Beauchamp's 
fiscal conservatism, he had already 
cut all there was to cut. 

Beauchamp has been a contrary 
voice in committee meetings this 
month. At a meeting of the Public 
Safety Committee Monday,, he 
voted against both the police de¬ 
partment budget and the fire de¬ 
partment bud^t. 

Beauchamp said his votes were a 
matter of principle, because he 
thinks the benefits packages 0ven 
to union employees are too gener¬ 
ous: 

‘The taxpayers get hammered 
again and again " Beauchamp said 
in a later interview. “The benefit 
pacJtage is a gilt-edged package." 

He cited the 14 paid holidays 
union employees receive — includ¬ 
ing their own birthday — and their 
ability to earn up to 12 sick days a 
year. 

Beauchamp earned the ire of Al¬ 
derman John P. Cassarino, who 
noted that the union contracts had 
already been negotiated. 

“It's easy for you to sit there and 


pontificate about how you'd like to \ 
cut the budget,” Cassarino said dur¬ 
ing the committee meeting. ^^But j 
how are you going to do it?" r 

Beauchamp later succeeded In ^ 
gaining a small cut in the Emer- ( 
gency Management Department's ' 
budget. Cassarino and other com¬ 
mittee members supported him in 
removing $1.000 from the travel al¬ 
lowance in th at budget 

Beauchamp said he wnuld also 
vote against the SS.2 million budget 
the school commissioners have 
asked to ho raised by taxes. 

He is likely to be joined in voting 
against the school budget by Al¬ 
derman William F. Gillam. 

Gillam could not be reached for 
comment Friday. But he has said in 
the past that he would vote againat 
the school budget unless there was 
a significent decrease in the 
amount to be raised by taxes. 

Acknowledging that the school 
budget still w^as likely to pass, 
Beauchamp said he would person¬ 
ally work to ensure that March 
town meeting voters were given 
new options for controlling school 
expenses. 

He aaid that might include a 
measure to bring down the limit set 
by charter on school taxes, or 0 
measure to give aldermen more 
control over the school bucket. 

The school is so far out of line.” 
Beauchamp sijd- “A number of us 
think it is really out of hand .”

city budget over the past two weeks. 
With their cuts of $ 13.742, the city's 
genera! fund budget would fall at 
$10346.082, according to calcula¬ 
tions by Treasurer Ronald J. 
Graves. 

There may he sonnie action from 
the Ooor on Monday to make fur¬ 
ther cuta. particularly in the De¬ 
partment of Public Works De¬ 
partment budget, which was un¬ 
touched in committee. 

But. as Ln past years, the commit¬ 
tees were hard preased to find any 
major fat to trim. 

*‘A Tot of it was trimmed prior to 
U9 getting it.'’ said Alderwoman 
Sharon A. Davis, “There aren't any 
extras — we'rB not looking at any 
major new equipment or anything 
this year." 

However, Davis was one of sev¬ 
eral members of the Recreation 
Committee who voted to cut 
$12,400 that had b^n budgeted to 
^nd a cultural programs director 
requested by Leif Dehlin, superin¬ 
tendent of Parks & Recreation. 

Given the current economic cli¬ 
mate, Davis said, it was not a good 
idea to add a new position. Instead, 
the coordinator's duties — such as 
scheduling events in the Center 
Street Alley — could be performed 
by the existing position of program 
director, 

'TVe're trying to tighten our belts, 
and this just isn't the time to be 
paying that kind of money to a part-

time coordinator,'' she said. 

Davis said she expected the bud¬ 
get to posa. hut it was clear Friday 
that the vote would not be unani¬ 
mous, 

Alderman Barry L. Beauchamp 
said he would vole against tha bud¬ 
get unless Wennberg tTnmmed an¬ 
other $50,000 from the total 
Wennberg said that although he 
was sympathetic to Beauchamp's 
fiscal conservatism, he had already 
cut all there was to cut, 

Beauchamp has been a contrary 
voice in committee meetings this 
month. At a meeting of the Public 
Safety C cm mittee Monday, he 
voted against both the police de¬ 
partment budget and the fire de¬ 
partment budget, 

Beauchamp said his votes were a 
matter of principle, because he 
thinks the benefits packages given 
to union employees are too gener¬ 
ous. 

“The taxpayers get hammered 
again and again," Beauchamp said 
in a later Interview, "TTie benefit 
package is a gilt-edged package.'' 

He cited the 14 paid holidays 
union employees receive — includ¬ 
ing their own birthday ^ and their 
ability to earn up to 12 sick days a 
year, 

Beauchamp earned the ire of Al¬ 
derman John P. Cassarino, who 
noted that the union contracts had 
already been negotiated, 

“It's easy for you to sit there and 


pontificate about how you'd like to 
cut the budget," Cassarino said dur¬ 
ing the committee meeting. “But 
how are you going to do it?" 

Beauchamp later succeeded in 
gaining a small cut in the Emer¬ 
gency Management Department's 
budget. Cassarino and other com¬ 
mittee members supported him in 
removing $1,000 from the travel al¬ 
lowance in that budget. 

Beauchamp said he would also 
vote against the $8,2 million budget 
the school commissioners have 
asked to be raised by taxes. 

He is likely to be joined in voting 
against the school budget by Al¬ 
derman William F. Gillam. 

Gil lam could not be reached for 
Comment Friday. But he haa said in 
the past that he would vote against 
the school budget unless there was 
a significant decrease in the 
amount to be raised taxes. 

Acknowledging that the school 
budget still was likelj' to pass, 
Beauchamp said he would person¬ 
ally work to ensure that March 
town meeting voters were given 
new options for controlling school 
expenses. 

He said that might include a 
measure to bring down the limit set 
by charter on school taxes, or a 
measure to give aldermen more 
control over the school budget, 

“The school Is so far out of line " 
Beauchamp said, “A number of ue 
think it is really out of hand.”

The owners of the Rutland trnsh iocincnitor will 
have their idle plant reasHcssed flfler the Board of 
Aldermen voted Monday to void the 1^91 lax stabili^- 
tion agreement between the plant owners and the city. 

The board voted in favor of scrapping the Jive* 
year agreement with the Meridian Croup Inc., the 
local owners of the waatC'to-encrgy plant. 

Monday's action means that the plant will be reaa- 
sessed for its value as a building, instead of its value as 
an incinerator. That should result in a significantly 
lower properly tax rale far the owners. 

The 1^1 stabilization ogreement had set the plant's 
value at $9 million for the lirst three years, S12 million 
for the fourth year and $13,5 million For 1995. 

Incinerator olTicials asked the city iij March to reas¬ 
sess the plant, saying that its value had diminished 
because it had been unable to obtain permits that 
would allow it to refine its burners. 

But opponents of the incinerator, including two al¬ 
dermen, argued Monday that the city was getting the 
short end of the stick. 

Aldeman Kevin B, Jones, a longtime opponent of 
the incinerator, said the board was acting in haste by 
voiding the agreement because incinerator oflicials 
have not yet staled their future in tentions. 

The owners could reapply for a permit to restart the 
incinerator under the new state rules. 

Alderwoman Karen J. Moore, who also opposed end¬ 
ing the agreement, argued that the state's deni al of the , 

permit did not necessarily signal the death of the incin- | 

orator. "We're still in the same boat and I don't see how i 

the board cou Id give nway the lax base that it has," i 

Incinerator opponents made the same point. 

I think, its ironic that as all of us are getting our 
taxes raised, VIWS is getting its taxes dropped," said

For Bicycle Paths

The state Agency of TranBp<Jrtn- 
tion has awarded Rutland a 4747,- 
0C(0 grant for a 1.4-Tini1e bicycle path 
to be built through the city. 

The path will permit bicycliate, 
in-line skaters, walkers and run- 
nens to travel a path along the Otter 
and East creeks. 

Jodee Anderson, the program co¬ 
ordinator for the Agency of Trans¬ 
portation. said (^mpetition for the 
path money was intense. 

Rutland was one of 24 Vermont 
cities and towns vying for the $4.9 
million in federal money. Eleven 
projects received awards, with Rut¬ 
land receiving the largest share. 

For members of the Rutland Area 
Trail Systems, a volunteer organi¬ 
zation formed last year with the 
purpose of getting a bicycle path in 
the city, the award was especially 
satisfying.

The 1,4-mlle path will begin on 
Clement Road at the College of St. 
Joseph, cross Dorr Drive and run 
between the road and Otter Creek. 
The path will then cross a pedes¬ 
trian bridge that will be built about 
350 feet from the River Street 
bridge. 

The path then follows East Creek 
upstream and, at a fork, crosses the 
creek on a second bridge. This will 
provide a link to Monsignor Connor 
Park. 

Taking the other fork, the path 
will continue On its northeast track, 
passing dose by the East Creek 
Center and following the creek to 
West Street. 

Federal funds make up 80 per¬ 
cent of the project, while state funds 
account for 10 percent and the local 
government provides the other 10 
percent. 


Community Development Direc¬ 
tor Thomas L. Donahue said the ap- 
proxirDately $74,000 required by 
the city could come from the value 
of abutting properties and fund 
raising.

The 
city's share may be minuscule," 
Donahue said. 

The project could take up to two 
years to complete, said Donahue. 
No date for the project’s start has 
been given, but ^derson said all of 
the projects would be processed im¬ 
mediately.

The path will be 12 feet in widthf 
wider than the six-to-eight-foot 
paths In Burlington and Stowe.

T^ia is the second year that fed¬ 
eral money has been available for 
the path program. Officially, the 
paths are considered 'Transporta¬ 
tion'’ paths because they are sup¬ 


posed to be travel routes that can be 
used in place of cars. ^ 

Donahue said Rutland's proposed 
trail meets that requirement be¬ 
cause it runs through the dty and is 
linked to West Street. 

The federal money can only be 
used for bike paths. ‘This isn't 
something we could have paved a 
road with," Donahue said. . 

Jones said he saw the 1.4-mi1e 
trail as just the beginning.

Lose Two \$ 
Meal Sites 
In October

' Rutland City's three lunch sites 
' for senior citizens will be merged 
I i nto one beceuae of a lack of money. 

! Elders who now eat lunch in the 
I d i ning rooms at the Bard well House 
and Sheldon Towers apartment 
buildinp will have to travel to the 
Godnick Senior Center on Deer 
Street starting Oct, 1, the South¬ 
western Vermont Council on Aging 
said Thursday. 

Elders who receive home-deliver¬ 
ed lunches through the Meals On 
Wheels program will still be served. 
But the council will make sure that 
only those homebound people who 
absolutely require the service re¬ 
ceive it. 

The cutbacks are caused by a 
$72^000 budget 'shortfall at the 
council ^ wh ich is charged wi th see¬ 
ing frail, low-income and minority 
' elders in Rutland and Bennington 
imunties. 

“We as an agency arc looking at 
signiheantly less federal and state 
money for 1994 than we have this 
year," John Campbelh the councils 
executive director, said Thursday. 

“It is something we cannot deal 
with with business as usual or a few 
more bake sales." r 

The council is studying ways to 
consolidate its meal seivdce for cost 
efficieticy and efTectiveness, It is 
also surveying seniors in several 
<See Page 20i Meals) 
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Rutland County towns to discover 
their needs and help communities 
meet them. 

^^We alone as an agency cannot 
possibly do all of this alone, nor 
Bhould we presume we know what 
is beat for these different towns, 
said Barbara Hanson, the council a 
community relations dlrec^r. 

The council won’t be able to pro¬ 
vide transportation for residents of 
the Bnrdwell House and Sheldon 
Towers to get to the Godnick Senior 
Center.
